It  is  very  fitting  that  BYU  should 
adopt  the  first  Polynesian  Week  with  the 
important  activities  in  education  that  I he 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
supports  in  the  Pacific  islands. 

Until  a few  months  ago,  a separate 
organization,  The  Pacific  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, directed  the  educational  activities  of 
the  far-flung  schools  and  institutions  run 
by  the  church  throughout  Polynesia.

The  Cultural  Center  is  run  as  a non- 
profit organization  to  provide  scholarships 
for  Polynesian  students  to  come  to  CCH, 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  an  opportuni- 
ty to  preserve  their  culture  through  per- 
formance at  the  Cultural  Center. 

Bringing  together  all  the  cultures  of 
the  Polvnesian  people  into  one  place  was  a 
dream  of  the  late  aiwstle,  Mathew  Cowley, 
which  was  accomplished  tlirough  the  hard 
work  and  sacrifice  of  many  hai-d-w’orking 
Polynesian  people  from  Samoa,  Hawaii,  Ton- 
ga, Raratonga,  Tahiti,  and  New  Zealand

Both  Sides? 

Dear  Editor: 

Monday  evening  I attended  the 
panel  discussion  on  “Political  Ex- 
tremism Under  the  Spotlight.”  I 
thought  that  this  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  hear  both 
sides  of  the  story  and  learn  some- 
thing concrete  about  these  organi- 
zations. Surely,  I thought,  on  this 
campus  the  discussion  would  be 
an  equal  presentation  of  conflict- 
ing ideas  and  opinions  represent- 
ing the  positive  and  the  negative 
sides  of  the  question  of  extrem- 
ism. After  hearing  the  arguments 
the  students  would  be  abfe  to  de- 
cide for  themselves  which  view- 
point they  considered  to  be  most 
accurate  Such  was  not  the  case. 

That  panel  was  nothing  more 
than  five  prejudiced  men  each 
taking  turns  condemning  a group 
of  people  who  were  not  even  rej^ 
resented  and  therefore  unable  to 
answer  the  many  charges  thrown 
against  them.  I have  seen  this 
same  type  of  “discussion’  in  the 
mission  field  when  enemies  of  the 
Church  would  give  a “report”  on 
Mormonism  when  no  Mormons 
were  present  to  answer  their  chal- 
lenges and  correct  their  mistakes. 
Ne^less  to  say,  their  concept  of 
Mormonism  was  inaccurate  and 
presented  in  a false  and  mislead- 
ing manner.  Ignorant  people 
would  accept  their  ideas  without 
ever  knowing  the  other  side  of  the 
issue.  This  same  kind  of  thing  was 
done  Monday  night  to  those 
groups  that  have  committed  the 
unpardonable  sin  of  “deviating 
from  the  moderate  center”  of 
“normal  politics.” 

Though  I am  not  alligned  with 
any  extremist  organization,  it 
seems  to  me  an  injustice  to  the 
studentbody  of  BYU  to  be  given 
an  evening  of  slander  and  name- 
calling under  the  guise  of  intel- 
ligent discussion.  I asked  Dr. 
Duke  during  the  question  and 
answer  period  why  there  was  no 
one  present  to  represent  those 
whose  names  had  been  slandered 
and  his  reply  was,  “for  the  same 
reason  that  we  didn't  invite  the 
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American  Nazi  party  to  partici- 
pate.” What  kind  of  an  answer 
is  that? 

I was  very  disappointed  in  the 
high  school  techniques  these 
learned  men  used  to  try  to  dis- 
credit everyone  whose  opinions 
differ  from  their  own.  It  was  no- 
thing more  than  a glorified  name- 
calling session. 

There  are  many  students  who 
feel  as  I do  and  would  like  to  see 
and  hear  a legitimate  presenta- 
tion of  the  doctrines,  goals,  and 
purposes  of  the  right-wing  organ- 
izations. This  is  still  America  and 
we  still  should  be  able  to  hear 
the  views  of  people  whose  opin- 
ions might  differ  from  those  of 
the  mass  population.  Or  shall  we 
all  just  move  to  Texas.

MY  SECOND  objection  is  to  the 
subject  material  itself.  First  of 
all,  the  subject  matter  seems  to 
always  go  along  the  trend  of  con- 
demning the  current  administra- 
tion in  power  in  Washington. 
Next,  of  the  many  opinions  that 
I have  read,  most  of  them  have 
reeked  in  propaganda.  Third, 


most  don’t  stick  solely  to  the  sub- 
ject, and  meander  off  onto  diver- 
gent tangents.  Last,  many  (espe- 
cially Monday.  April  25)  of  the 
Political  Forums  contain  trite  and 
often  false  analogies  on  the  sup- 
posed subject  matter.

In  espousing  the 
doctrine  of  the  Constitution  to  be 
sacrosanct,  let  us  not  deny  free- 
dom of  speech  here  on  campus. 
Vigorous  argumentation  and  pre- 
sentation of  views  should  be  en- 
couraged and  the  newspaper 
should  take  the  leading  hand.

“Another  problem  is  the  struc- 
ture of  student  government.  It  is 
confusing  to  most  students.  Be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  communica- 
tion between  student  leaders  and 
the  studentbody,  many  students 
do  not  know  who  to  go  to  in  order 
to  get  the  programs  they  want. 

“Effective  student  government  is 
a dual  responsibility  between  stu- 
dents and  government.  If  the  stu- 
dents want  government  to  repre- 
sent them  effectively,  they  must 
let  student  government  know  what 
they  want. 

“Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dent activities  are  sponsored  by 
student  government.  Too  many  of 
the  students  take  these  activities 
for  granted  and  don’t  ever  realize 
who  sponsors  them.

ficers  get  justifies  the  existence  of 
stdent  government  by  itself. 

“Meetings  are  now  being  held 
to  find  out  student  likes  and  dis- 
likes of  the  present  system.  Sur- 
veys have  been  held  all  year  to 
find  out  people’s  views  because  so 
few  come  to  express  them.”, 

In  summarizing  his  feelings  for 
BYU  Christiansen  said,  “I  love 
the  Y.  There  is  nothing  that  I 
wouldn’t  do  for  it. 

“I  think  it  is  a school  of  destiny. 
I feel  bad  that  many  students  take 
their  education  lightly. 

“The  old  adage  ‘you  get  what 
you  pay  for’,  doesn’t  apply  here. 
You  get  more.  We  only  pay  for 
about  26  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  our 
education  while  the  Church  pays 
the  rest. 

“I  think  that  some  of  the  greatest 
men  in  the  world  are  found  in  the 
staff  on  this  campus.  Men  who  are 
not  only  spiritually  great,  but  intell- 
ectually as  well.  Many  of  them 
could  be  making  five  or  six  times 
as  much  money  elsewhere,  but  they 
have  dedicated  themselves  to 
teaching  the  youth  here. 

“One  thing  I’ve  learned  is  that 
they  make  mistakes  too.  As  LaVar 
Rockwood  says,  ‘they  put  their 
pants  on  one  leg  at  a time  too.’ 

“If  students  will  listen  to  their 
advice,  however,  they  won’t  make 
as  many  mistakes  as  they  would 
otherwise.” 

Christiansen  said  he  plans  on 
working  for  his  masters  in  socio- 
logy at  BYU. 

“I  have  filled  my  pre-med  re- 
qui^ments,”  he  said,  “and  my 
ultimate  goal  is  to  go  to  medical 
school.  My  second  choice  is  to  go 
to  law  school.  After  that.  I’m  not 
sure.  ...”
